MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 



The Kuchetg Massacres — Imminent 
Danger of Christians in Var- 
ious Localities. 



Fanatical Outbreaks by Vegetarians 
and Public Officials - Great Indig- 
nation— Stern Action Required, 



London, Aug. 8. — A dispatch to tho Pall 
Mall Gazette from Shanghai says that 
furthor and reiiablo news of an alarming 
nature hiiB boen received thoro. It is stated 
that fanatics! outbroaks against Christians 
have occurred at Chlng Chow, a seaport of 
tho provinco of Fo Kin, and at Huloh, Talp- 
ing and Ah Hul, Those outbreaks aro not 
merely tho work of Vegetarians, but aro 
said to bo organized und carried out by 
Chinese officials, The extent of tho damage 
done it appears id not yet known, but tho 
forolgnors aro reported to have escaped. 
Owing to tho unsettled state ot tho pro- 
vince, 200 Sitah, reliable British Indian 
troops from HongkoDg,will escort the Hritiah 
consul from Foo Uhow to Ku Chong, whero 
tho consul will conduct an inquiry into the 
recont outrages. In conclusion the Shang- 
hai correspondent of tho Pail Mall Gazette 
expresses the opinion that further outrages 
are inevitable unless Groat Britain "takes 
swift and deadly vengeance." 

A diapatch from Hongkong cabled ex- 
clusively to the Associated Press last night 
announces that the British and American 
missions at Fat Shan, near Canton, were at- 
tacked yesterday afternoon by a largo and 
Infuriated mob, which demolished tho hoa- 
pitala and causod sums of the missionaries 
to lleo to Shamou. It ia atated that the 
Wealoyan mission bug ono of the moat im- 
portant medical missions in China at Fat 
Shan. The hospital and station aro undor 
the charge of Dr. VVanyon, who has juat ar- 
rived here after a perilous journoy, during 
whioh he was arrested in Armenia as a spy. 
The rest of the mission stuff aro at the Wos- 
leyan mission at Fat Shan. They wore at- 
tacked a few years ago and a missionary 
was killed. 

The Chinese minister had a protracted 
interview with tho Marquis of Salisbury to- 
day. 

In his letter from Foo Chow describing 
tho massaores of missionaries at Ku Cheng, 
Rev. Dr. Gregory atated that apparently no 
post-mortem mutilation had been attempt- 
ed. He addod : " From varioua reports 
of those who saw the attack, I bolievo that 
about eighty men wero engaged. They wore 
armed with spears and sworda and seemed 
Btrongly organized under one leader. Mr. 
Phillips and I worked all tho latter part of 
the night placing the remains in cofBae. 
We finished the horriblo duty About 8 p.m. 
on the second, and fearing longer to remain 
on the scene, undertook to seoure transpor- 
tation to Sui Kow, which wo reached that 
night. We left for Foo Chow in the after- 
noon. \Vo wore welcomed by, and our 
hearts were devoutly thankful to, U. S. 
Consul Hexaon fdr his .prompt aotion and 
BUOoeBsful efforts in aeonring and immedi- 
ately dispatching a rescuing party, the 
preaence of whioh greatly relieved our fa- 
tlguo and Buffering during tho remainder of 
the journey to Foo Chow. 

Of those killed. Rev. Mr. and MrB. 
Stewart, Nollie Saundora and Lena Bellow, 
an Irish nurse, were almoBb wholly inolner- 
ated in the burned houee. Kathleen 
Stewart saw Nollio Saunders lying un- 
oonsoious on the nuraery floor and removed 
baby Stewart from benoath tho dead body 
of the nuree. Hesaio Newcomb waa out on 
the left ohoek and hand, and waa then 
thrown ovor a stoep embankment, 
where we rocovorod the body. MIbb 
Marshall's throat was frightfully 
cut and thero waB a deep aword wound In 
hor left wrist. I failed to find any serious 
wound on tho body of Mies Stowart. I am 
inclined to think ahe died from tho shock. 
This opinion ia sustained by Miss Codring- 
ton's report to mo. Mias Gordon received a 
d»ep Bpear wn^d in the face, another in the 
dide, on tho neck and ono on the right Bide 
of the head. Topay Saundora' death waa 
causod by a spear wound on tho right aido 
of tho head, the weapon entering the brain." 

Tho doctor's roport Baya that Baby Stow- 
art, thirteen months old, was fatally In- 
jured ; his brothor Horbort, six yoars old, 
had his skull out through. Evan Stowart, 
three yearB old.wuB atabbodintholeft thigh, 
Mildred.Slowart, twelve years, waB seriously 
Injured, and lnr Biater Kathleen, olevon, 
recoived Blight wounds. Miseea Codrington 
and Mabel C. Hartford, the latter of tho 
Methodist misBion, were also severely out 
and badly beaten. 

HONGKONG, Aug 8. — At a public indig- 
nation meeting just hold hero resolutions 
wore paBSod expressing angor at tho Bup. 
poBed connivance of the Chinose government 
In the Ku Cheng massacres und disgust at 
tho aputhy and iadiffVrenco of tho British 
govornmont failing to recognize tho gravity 
of tho situation, Those preBenb further de- 
clared that a monoy compensation for Buah 
outrageB in wholly inadequate, and that 
Bwift and stern action is required. 

Washington, Aug. 8 — Tho Stato do- 
partmont has not called on tho Seoretary of 
the Navy for war veBBola to assiBt in pro- 
tooting tho missions, but it ia known at both 
departments that tho Petrel, on hor rooent 
voyage up tho Jong Tso river, assisted in 
maintaining quiet. Thoro has boon re- 
coivod at tho State department a roport 
from Conaul-Oenoral Jornigan, in whioh ho 
quotes from ono of tho French fathors at 
Wa Hua, stating that tho arrival of the 
Petrol off Wa Hua^was providontlal, aaving 
many liven and preventing anticipated 
trouble. British Consul Ford confirms the 
report and says that had it not been for tho 
American gunboat tho foreigners at Wa 
Hua would have Buffered in the riots. A 
letter from Minister Donby, dated toward 
tho oloso of June, ahowa that Mr. Donby 
had mndo a swooping and peremptory do- 
mand upon the Chineeo government for tho 
fullest protootion for ull Americana living in 
China. Juat what anawer waa roturned by 
tho Chinese government is not known, but 
it is a faob that, ao for as the department la 
Informed, in all of tho outragea committed 
upon the missionaries In China nob one 
American was killed or injured.

J. W. Mackay, the Teleirriiph Magnate, on the 
- Proposed Connection by Wire With 
Australia und Japan. 

Seattle, Aug. 8.— In an interview yce- 
torday, J. W. Maokay, the millionaire tole- 
graph magnate, said : " A great enterprise, 
whioh is sure to be soon carried out, will bo 
the laying of a cable aoross the Paolfic ocean 
from some point on the Paoifio coast to 
Australia and Japan. Independent cables 
may bo laid to each country. The open- 
ing up of commercial relations with a 
great country like Japan with 45,000,000 
people, who aro making rapid strides in 
arte, sclenco and commorce, and noed- 
ing as thoy do bo many of our products 
in exchange for what they can give ua, 
meana more than ono com concoivo to a 
great country like ours. Tolegraphio com- 
munication direct to Australia will havo a 
wonderfully stimulating effect on tho lum- 
ber trado of your country, for while ono 
ship laden with lumber goes now, ten will 
then plow tho waves, and you can easily 
judge what effoob that will havo on tho 
country. Ae it ia now, tolegraphio com 
munication with Australia is very ex- 
pensive, as a message has to go about 22,- 
000 milos, almost girdling the earth. It 
will only cost about 810,000,000 to build a 
cablo to Australia, and would bo a good 
paying investment."

CAPITAL NOTES. 



Kaiser William Entertains and Is 
Entertained at Cowes -Resigna- 
tion of Said Pasha. 

Turkey Obstructing Relief Work 
Among the Armenians— Bank 
of England Statement. 

London, Aug. 3. — Emperor William gave 
a large tea party at Cowes this afternoon on 
board the Imperial yacht Hohenzollern. Hia 
MojeBty received his gueatB at the gangway 
of the yacht. They included the Prinoe and 
Princess of Walea, tho Duke of York, tho 
Princoas Louise, the Marquia of Lome and al 
tho membera of the aristocracy now at 
Cowes who were introduced to the Emperor 
during the recont festivities at Kiel upon 
tho occasion of thn opening of the Kaiser 
Wiihelm canal. Emperor William was the 
gueab of the Prince of Wales at dinner to- 
day on board the Royal yacht Osborne. 

Letters received here from the missions at 
Pao Ning and Kia Ting doacribo the mob'a 
attaok and the anti-foreign riob thpro dur- 
ing the recent dragon festival. The man- 
darins suppressed the disorders at Pao 
Ning. 

A mob has juat looted tho American mis- 
sion ohapol at Inghok, and unless effective 
aotion 1b taken there ia danger of great 
riots in other places. 

All the papers havo editorials nrging the 
necessity of energetic aotion in China to 
protect Europeans, 

The Sultan has ordered that 2,500 pounds, 
Turkish, be distributed to tho needy inhab- 
itants of Saaaonn. 

The Spanish consulate at BuenoB Ayroa 
has enrolled six hundred Spaniards for ser- 
vice againBt the insurgents in Cuba. 

A Rome dispatch to the Times says that 
the highest authority denies the alarmist 
rumora of extended operations or an increase 
of the forcea in Africa. 

The Times Bays : " Wo are far from de- 
alriDg to insist upon a policy of armed coer- 
cion. Probably a steady policy of holding 
the Pekin government immediately and 
atriotly responsible would suffice. " 

The Times' Berlin correspondent aaya 
that tho Koinische Zoitung publishes a dia- 
patoh from Fu Chan that no Germane per- 
ished in tho outragea which occurred at Ku 
Chong, and that no fear la ontertainod for 
the Uvea of tho Germans. 

Miss Mabul|C. Hartford, one of the res- 
cued missionaries, tho only American mis- 
sionary at Howa Sang, and who was 
wounded by tho Vogetarians, has given a 
most graphic account of the massacre. 

Volunteers formed by contributions by 
Havana business men, with 1,400 men, will 
start immediately to garrison tho email 
towna and plantations. Marcos Garcia, 
Mayor of Sancti Spirilu, ia expected 
to interview Captain-General do Campoa. 

Great anger is felt at Shanghai at tho 
omiBalon to bond British troops from Hong- 
kong to esoort tho consul to Ku 
Cheng. Tho ministers in Peking fail to 
realize tho gravity of the situation. 

Tho American pilgrims have gone to 
Naples, whonco they will cmbork for Mar- 
Bellies. 

Tho action'for damages for slander begun 
beforo Mr. Justioo Hawkins in tho high 
oourt of juetico this morning ia exciting 
commont in society circlea. Mrs, Jaooby, 
wifo of tho brother of Mr. Jacoby, M P. 
for Mid Derbyshire, aBks the court to 
award hor damages against tho wife of tho 
Earl of Cowloy, who Is alleged to have 
charged that Mrs. Jaooby was tho author of 
certain anonymoua and filthy lottors circu- 
lated in 1893 in tho Badminton district in 
tho Weat of England. 

Tho Turkish grand vizlor la again reported 
to havo rcei^nod, owing to the opposition of 
tho palaco to tho proposals of tho powers, 
whioh propoaala Said Pasha favora accept- 
ing. The Sultan, it ia stated, has nob 
accepted his resignation. 

Advicea recoived from Moosh Bay that the 
Turkish authoritioa are placing obstacles In 
tho way of tho distribution of furthor relief 
by tho Armenian committoo, and it ia ox- 
peotod that tho funds oollectod for tho auo 
oour of tho Buffering Armenians will be 
placod in the hands of the American mis- 
sionaries. 

Tho amount of bullion whioh wont into 
the Bank of England on balance to-day was 
£51,000. 

Tho weekly Btotomont of tho Bank of 
England ieauod to-day shown tho following 
changes as compared with the provioua ac- 
count : Total reserve Inoroase, £34,000 ;

CHANGED REGULATIONS. 

Conditions Under Which Canadian Sheep anil 
Lambs May Enter the United 
States Free. 

Washington, Aug, 8.— Seoretary Morton 
has announceid that.sheep and lambs intend- 
ed for immediate daughter may be admitted 
into the United States from Canada when 
accompanied by certificates as follows, in- 
stead of thoae provided for in sec. 3 of the 
regulations of the department'of agrionltnre, 
dated February 11, 1895: (1) A certificate 
from the official veterinary inspector of the 
port of export or of the province or dlatriot 
in which the sheep or lambs are raised or 
fed, stating that no contagious disease 
affecting sheep has existed In the Bald pro- 
vlnoe or diBtrlot during the paat three 
months. (2) An affidavit from tbe owner or 
importer that the sheep or lambs offered for 
Importation are from the district oovered 
by bhe certificate r.bove mentioned, bub they 
were not outside of that district during a 
period of three months preceding tho ship- 
ment, and that when not driven they had 
been shipped direot from the said district to 
the port of import in clean or disinfected

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Aug. S. — A. number of boatB 
are still roported to bo missing with their 
owners. Sevon that started from the North 
Arm havo not turned up bIucb the storm. 

Two ladies wheeled around tho park yca- 
terday wearing bloomora. They created a 
mild oxoitement, as they aro the pionoerB 
of the now oostumo here. 

An old French woman was found in tho 
city in a starving condition yeatenlvv. She 
will bo taken care of by tho authorities. 

A tiro broke out at Knight's Btjblo, Ver- 
non, this morning, and Bproad to Megaw'a 
agricultural imploment atoro. Both woro 
entirely burned down together with Porter 
Watson's barbor shop and Harry Knight's 
butcher shop. Porter Wuteon'a total loaa ia 
51,500 ; H. Knight's, $1,500, no inBuranoo ; 
VV. R. Mogaw, $:l,000, fully inaurod. 

Tho wildest rumors are ourrent in refer- 
ence to tho number of fishormon drowned 
during the recont gale. A despatch from 
Steveston places tho numbsr of missing at 
six and reports that without a doubt a 
whito fiahornian, namod 1'otor Chrislon- 
sen, lost his life, his boat companion being 
saved to tell the tale. A tolophone moa- 
aage to Vancouver aaya that hoyoud any 
doubt 12 fishurmon lost thoir Uvea ; two 
whitoa, tho rest bolng Iudians and Japaneso. 
Considerable excitement prevails in Stovo- 
ston over the matter, particularly among 
the Indiana and Japa. 

Adjutant Archibald has arrived from Vic- 
toria to rooeivo the Engliah dologates sent 
out by Goneral Booth in tho intereata of tho 
army's colonization achomo. The party con- 
sists of Mr. Lawson, farmer ; Colonol Stitt, 
governor of tho English farm colony, and 
Colonol Clibborn, who haa boon inBpooting 
lands In South America. The adjutant has 
several places In British Columbia in pros- 
pect for tho proposed colony of ton thousand 
immigrants, and will conduct the party 
through the provinca on a tour of inspec- 
tion. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Aug. 8. — The heavy 
galoB which lasted from Monday night until 
yesterday noon disorganized fishing in the 
lower reaohea of tho river, but had the good 
effect of lotting a freah run of salmon in. 
Lasb night tho catch averaged 75 to the 
boat all round, enough to keop the canneries 
stoadily at work. 

Forest fires have been raging in South 
Westminster for three days, threatening 
tho destruction of many houses. Moat of 
the time the umoke covers the Mainland 
like a dense fog and the Ban la a very dark 
red. 

Tho case of E. A. Jenna, oharged with un- 
lawfully removing a diphtheria sign from 
the house of Mrs. Homor, Alloevllle, haa 
been adjourned until Tuesday. 

The council of the Board of trade will co- 
operate with the WeBtminstor board in 
asking the Dominion government to admit 
lines UBod in the manufacture of salmon nota 
free, aa tho salmon neta themselves are free, 
and to refund the duty reoently paid on 
such linos. Arrangements are boing made 
to have Prof. Prinoo and the Premier, Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, meet the board on thoir 
return. At tho next quarterly mooting of 
the board a letter from E. M. Wooda will 
bo considered dealing with the question of 
granting a subsidy to induce ooean vessels 
to como to tho port of Westminster. 

Ib is eaid that 300 head of oattle a month 
are going Into the Kootenay from tho Up- 
per country. 

The schedule of prlzea for tho Royal Ag- 
ricultural ahow haa been issued. There are 
1,200 olasaoa in which competition ia in- 
vited. The ahow promises to surpass every 
other year in importance. 

NAXAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Aug. 8. — Yesterday terrible 
bush fires wore raging in the violnlty of Na- 
noose Bay and tho houso of J. Craig was 
burned down. The fire almost completely 
surrounded tho reaidenco and barna of 
James Knight, but juBt at tho crltioal mo- 
ment the wind changed and the buildings 
were Baved. An extensive bush fire ia rag- 
ing in the vicinity of French oreek, and 
grave feara are expressed for the safety of 
the Episoopal church, recently erected by 
the Rev. C E Cooper, of Wellington. 

H. M.S. Hyacinth arrived la tho harbor 
from Esquimalb on Tuesday evonlng. She 
took on fifty tons of coal at the Esplanade 
wharf, which sho will tost during hor tar 
get practice up the coast. Sevoral of her 
offioera descended No. 1 shaft to Bee tho un- 
derground oo. kings. 

Tho Good Tomplara announce a grand fes- 
tival on August 21, for which thoy have 
boon completing |arrangoments for the paat 
month. 

Tho foto under the auspioes of tho Knights 
of Pythias on tho 24th instant, promisos to 
bo very successful. 

Tho Abbottsford hotel at Wellington had 
anothor narrow esoape from destruction by 
firo yostorday morning. Somothing went 
wrong with tho kitchen range and for a few 
minutea it lookod aa if the fire would spread, 
Fortunately tho threatened disaster was 
averted. 

The new lighthouse on Provost island, for 
which Mr. Frost Is contractor, ia progress- 
ing rapidly. Tho foundation has boon com- 
pleted and tho matorlal for tho superstruc- 
ture is on tho ground. 

Frank Richards, of Victoria, Is at Wel- 
lington working up a local waterworks 
scheme.

RIGHTS TO A MINING PLACER CLAIM.

tiff. Mr. C. J. Prior appeared for plaintiff, 
Mr. E. E. Woobton for defendants. The 
case lasted till 10 o'clock at night.

Labor Troubles— Strike ThreateuPd 
Assistance of Council of Arbitra- 
tion Promptly Offered. 

The Issues Iuvolveil-Tue Action 
the Mining: Companies Aiix 
iously Awaited, 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ross land, Aug ;t —Labor troubles have 
created a grave situation in Roaaland which 
eeriously throatona the immediate future of 
the camp. For yoars past, in view of the 
exponee of living, miners' wages in the 
Kootenay have boeo atationaiy at §3,50 per 
day, but when the Trail Creek excitement 
commenced, in view of the fact that the 
wealth of the Beveral properties was not 
then demonstrated, and that considerable 
development work was necessary to pub tho 
iniDea in shape for shipping ore, the miners 
consented to a temporary cut in wages to 
f.'i per day for miners and §2 50 for other 
hands. 

Tho men understood that when tho mines 
got upon an ore-shipping basis tho old rate 
of wugea would be restored, but such d.d 
cot prove to ba the caao. During tho firs'. 
atageB of the exaitomenb attending the 
opening of tho c«mp, RosBland became the 
haven for very Urge numbers of miners 
from the CieiC d'Alone district, in the 
United Status, the major number of whom 
wero members of tho Waatern Federation 
of Miners. 

Seeing no possibility of Becuring tho re- 
ostttblishmont of (he old scalo of wages, they 
decided to or(;uD zj a local branch of the 
American Federation of Minors. For this 
purpose Mr. iviward Boyce, a representative 
of the abovj organiz itlon, visited Roseland, 
and tho branch uuiou waB formed. The 
first Btep then was lo call upon tho mino 
owners and request I hem to restore tho old 
rate of wages. A decision was to be reached 
on the ownora' pari by AuguBt 1, hut when 
tho specified time, had elapsed the miners 
wore no nearer their object than before. A 
meeting of the union was called Into on 
Friday evening for tho purpose of deciding 
npon a course of action. While the miners 
wore in session considerable anxiety was 
felt by the residents of the town for tear of 
a repetition of the Coeur d'Aleno troubles. 
As it was many of tho minors were in favor 
of ordering a strike, at once, bub the better 
counsels of the officers of the union pre 
vailed. 

Mr. A. B Gray, deputy commissioner of 
conciliation and arbitration, got wind of the 
mooting and presented himself ab the door 
wibh a view of assisting in the settlement of 
tho dispute. Ho was cordially received by 
the miners and waa baked to explain the 
scope of the conciliation and arbitration aot. 
He did so, and after his withdrawal tho 
minors decided to test tho effioaoy of the 
act before resorbing to harsher measures 
On the following day a delegation of about 
sixteen, representing the union, called upon 
the depuby commissioner and formally re 
quoBted him to intervene, and if possible 
have the merits of their demands passed 
npon by the tribunal aa provided for in the 
aot. Thoy forthwith named ThomaB 
Bourke, Timothy Lowrey and Frank 
Golden aa their managers, who will appoint 
their oonoiliators and tako in h»nd tho pre- 
paration of their oase for the court. 

Tne Deputy Commissioner immediately 
placed himself in correspondence with the 
principal mine ownerB, with a view to as- 
certaining whether thoy will consent bo hav- 
ing the question threshed out in bhe manner 
proposed. The decision of the War Eigle 
company will probably be made known on 
Monday, provided tho company does not 
refuse to act until tho Le Roi company is 
prepared to show its hand. There ie to bo 
a meeting of this labter company in Spokano 
on Thursday, when the question will prob- 
ably be passed upon. Ttie other companies 
operating in the district have expressed 
their intention of adopting the same polloy 
as the Le Roi and War Eagle companies. It 
ia difficult to say what the outoome will be, 
bnb bhe minors express bheir determination 
tu strike if the arbitration proceedings mis- 
carry. Unless tho mino owners agreo to 
bind themselves by the decision of the arbi- 
trators, the arbitration can have no practi- 
cal effeob. 

A strike at the present would b9 a very 
bad thing for Rosaland, as it would nob only 
interfere with the operation of tho mines 
already developed, but would practically 
provent further development of the district, 
upon which bo muoh depends. It might 
aho have the effoot of dotorring capital from 
seeking inveatment In the district for a time, 
aa winning strlkea on the other side of tho 
lino have invariably beon attonded wibh 
heavy loeaea upon bhe capital engaged. 
Should a strike enHuo it ia foared that brouble 
will follow. Ib ia nob likely thab tho mine 
owners would find any difficulty in securing 
rnen to tako the strikers' places, but ib is 
another queation as to whother the strikers 
will allow themselves to be peacefully sup 
planted. Some of them have boon through 
some pretty hot times in tho Coeur d'Alene, 
and while In general they may be said to 
have a very wholesome respect for British 
law, still with tho American boundary with- 
in sight, ib is difficult bo Bay what might 
happen. Tho appoaranco of Diputy Com 
missioner Gray was moat opportune, and if 
tho conciliation and arbitration aot can se- 
cure a settlement of this difficulty, a very 
great servico will bo rondorod tho district. 

THE TfitUB POLICY. 

Henry Clews Says the U. s. Treasury Must 
Be Protected Ajjiiliist Losing Gold— 
Market In Strong Hands. 

In hla Wall street circular dated Now 
York, August 3, Henry Clews says : " Tho 
true poliay of conuorvativo Wull Btreet, at 
tho present momonb, is nob to passively 
hope for tho best whon bho worst ie pos- 
sible, bub bo unito ita whole influonoo in 
ordor to establish conditions which, with- 
out the help of syndicates or any other arti- 
ficial and transient contrivances, will por- 
manontly shiold tho treasury against all 
possibiliby of losing its gold. Thab is tho 
imperative noed of tho hour. Those aro 
factors, howovor, which aro nob exerting 
muoh forco at proBent. Just now tho 
markot ia in control of strong banda 
who soo in the excellent busi- 
ness outlook and tho prospect of 
a big corn crop the boBb of argu- 
montB for lifting bho market to a 
higher lovol. Tho Btubbornnosa with which 
stookB aro held is muoh in favor of auoh man- 
ipulation. Whon stocks refuso to decline, 
aa they did with remarkable resistance in 
July, tho trading olomont who are chiefly 
interested in activity aro apt to try their 
success in putting them up still higher. 
Thero aro nob a fow large nr>«rn,tnrn wh^ 
wonld like bo see tho market have an addi- 
tional advance, no thab better reasons for a 
reaction could be found than at prosonb of- 
fer. August is frequenbly a month of rising 
prices ; and while bhe more disbanb futuro 
demands caution, it would glvo us no sur- 
prise if those now in control of bho market 
euooocdod in obtaining better prloos before 
general realizing sots In."

The nigh Piano Stool— Playing Too Near 
tho Edge of tho Keyboard. 

Whenever 0110 sees a piano in this 
country, lie also sees a high, uncom- 
fortable piano stool in front of it. Most 
of the piano stools tiro mounted upon a 
screw, ennsing the scat to turn around 
if tho player reaches for high notes, and 
the screw is generally loose or shaky 
in the bargain. In the faeo of this fact 
is tho one that nearly all tho great ci-U- 
cerfc pianists have used chairs of ordi- 
nary height only, including such names 
as Liszt, Rubinstein, Von Bnlow, Theo- 
dore Knlluk, Anna Mehlig, Padorowski, 
D'Albort, etc. A writer in The Musical 
World, who calls attention to the fore- 
going facts, says : 

If a pianist would gain a light, easy 
uso of tho wrist, ho or she should sit 
low enough to bring the elbow an incli 
or two below tho level of the keyboard, 
necessitating an effort to hold the fore- 
arm and wrist np. Such effort, doubtless 
difficult at tho start, helps to develop 
tho extension muscles in a way to en- 
able the player to cultivato more power 
of delicacy and expression in touch. Tho 
relative position of arm, wrist and hand 
is such that tho greatest flexibility and 
freedom of motion in all necessary di- 
rections aro enhanced thereby. Such a po- 
sition helps one to avoid tho injurious 
pushing effort of a heavy firm and a stiff 
•wrist, through which so many students 
unconsciously interfere with complete 
independence of fingers. Lot a person 
try to play a complicated finger passage 
standing up, and it is at once apparent 
how much the wrist and arm interfere 
with botli the flexibility and force of 
touch. 

Another serious objection to the high 
seat at the piano is the tendency to stoop 
and become round shouldered, to Bay 
nothing of the somewhat hard work and 
unnatural effort of sitting in such a po- 
sition. In connection with this sub- 
ject the same writer remarks upon the 
fact that nearly all piano pupils are in- 
clined to play too near tho edge of tho 
keyboard. It is natural to shirk from 
playing between black keys. Man 3' play- 
ers have this habit to such an extent 
that they have to stick out lingers 
straight in order to reach black keys in 
running passages. Particularly do they 
allow the outside of the hand to fall 
back and down. If one would resolutely 
set to work and practice finger and oth- 
er exercises slowly, with the hands as 
much the other way a.s possible, much 
good could be accomplished, In ease of 
the hand being so faultily placed as to 
tip over toward Die outside, such an ef- 
fort, in combination with various move- 
ments to loosen the wrist, including a 
moderate roll in the opposite direction, 
would do much toward building up tho 
weaker side of the hand.

be of no use if ib were nob rigidly enforcod, 
If one or two stubborn or lawleBa porsone 
were severely punished for kindling fireB cn 
bheir land without conaulbation with other 
sottlera within a strictly defined aroa, tho 
habit of aoting on individual responsibility 
in thia matter would be discontinued, and it 
would Boon bo seen thab cooporution would 
bo not only for tho general good, but for the 
benefit of eaob individual settlor. 



A SUOOBSTIOX. 

The importance of preserving tha forests 
of the province muab be evident to every 
man of intelligence and reflection. Those 
forests are one of the principal aourcoa of 
its wealth, and thoy aro certain to grow 
more and more valuable as time advances. 
The timber Bupply of thia continont ia lim- 
ited and ib is rapidly approaching the period 
of exhaustion, Tho time is not very far 
distant when the forests of British Columbia 
and tbeee of tho Paoific States will be all, 
or nearly all, that will be lefb to supply the 
timber markets of thia continent. Ib fol- 
lows, then, thab the Government of the 
Province and its inhabitants should 
regard its forests as a very valuable 
possession, should be provUont in using 
them, and should preserve them moat oaie 
fully. 

Ib can be easily seen that the measures 
taken to preserve the forests must noccs 
sadly be preventive. A burned forest is a 
ruined forest. The fire destroys the woik 
of aenturles, and nothing that man oan do 
can ropair the mischief done, or mako good 
tho loss. Fines for sotting the forest on fire 
after it has boon destroyed is indeed lock- 
ing the door after the steed is stolon. And 
tho prospect of baing Lined has seldom a de 
torrent effect. Rooklesa and unscrupulous 
mon aro always ready to run the risk of b 
ing fined. Besides, fire is tho new settler's 
bast servant, Ib removes encumbrances 
from tho land more readily than any othor 
agenb that oan be named. And it must be 
used ab the season whon the fallen brush 
and logs will burn readily, and thia ia pre 
clsely the season in which tho danger of 
setting fire to tho forest ia greatest. The 
settler cannot be proventod from setting fire 
to the brush on the clearing which he has 
prepared for the express purpoao of being 
burned when a favorable timo should ar 
rive. His next year's crop dopends in a 
very great meaaure on the burning being 
thoroughly dona. And his neighbors aro 
all in tho Bamo position. Tho fire must be 
kindled and brush and othor encumbrances 
which stand in tho way of tho cultivation 
of tho land muBt bo consumed, oven at tho 
risk of burning fencoa and buildings 
and of ssttlng tho foreat on fire, What ia 
to bo done? Ia is not possiblo to deviso 
aomo moans of using tiro to olear tho land 
and ab the same timo roducing tho risk of de- 
stroying property and tho standing timbor 
to a minimum ? Wo think thab it oan bo 
dono and done eflootuully by logialation and 
co-oporation on tho part of tho sotblero. 

Tho law Bhould, in our opinion, mako lb 
a serious offence for any Bottlor to kindle a 
fire on his land during tho dry season for 
any purpoao whatever without first con- 
sulting tho sottlors in his neighborhood. It 
would bo quite oasy for thoso sottlors whon 
tho season for burning tho brush arrived to 
hold a meeting and agroo among thomaolvea 
whon tho burning should commenoo and tho 
time whon eaob settler should kindlo a fire on 
his land. This plan would give overy aottler 
an opportunity to be on hand when tho firo 
waa sot out, lu order to prevent its spread- 
ing to his own property and to tho forost. 
This limitation to individual liberby of ac- 
tion is in auch circumstances a nooosaity, if 
valuable property and the foroab is to bo 
preserved. Whon every man is ab liborty to 
kindlo a fire on his land whenovor it suits, 
as ho thinks, hie interest, it ia impossible in 
now sobtlemontB to provenb tlio firo spread- 
ing and doing any amount of mischief. But 
if sotting out a firo without previous 
consultation woro made a orlme, 
and if meetings to arrange about 
burnings wore mado compulsory, a 
very long step would bo taken towards 
preserving tho forests of tho Provinco from 
doatruotlon by firo. Nob only this, bub tho 
danger of loss of privato property would bo 
greatly lossonod. A law like this for tho 
prevention of forest fires and for tho pre* 
aorvation of the proporty of sottlors would 



A SELF-MAON PRINCE. 

To tho surprise of many, no doubt, tho 
name of James I svbb used in oonnnotion 
with tho claim of Great Britain to tho 
Island of Trinidado. They muab have 
wondered how in the days of tho first of tho 
S'uart kingB, whon America, both North and 
South, was to the poople of all parts of 
Europe in a very livoly senBe a new world, 
England oou'd havo had anything to do 
with tho tew aores of rock in tho Atlantic 
Ocean about which little or nothing ia oven 
at this day known by the vast majority of 
oducated mon and women. But it turnB nub 
that there is another James I, who is 
in tho Btrioteab aonao a self mado Prince. 
This man, who is of our own day, 
came and saw and appropriated tho Island 
of Trinid vdo and mado himsolf Prinoo of the 
eame, undor tho title cf James I. Boforo he 
took possession of tho island and mado him- 
self u Princo, thia magnate was known as 
B^ron Hardon-Hickoy, who is desorlbod aa 
" a travelled gentleman, who marriod a 
daughter of Mr. H. M. Flagler, of tho 
Standard Oil Company." Ho is said to be 
at present in California, but tho aoab of his 
(Jovornmont Ib in the City of Now York. 

Hearing thab tho Government of Great 
Britain has laid claim to this Island of 
Trinidado and taken possession of it, Princo 
James I directed his Chancellor, Count de 
la Boissiere, formally to protest against tho 
occupation of his principality by tho Brit- 
ish. A copy of this protesb has boon 
sent to Seoretary of State Olney. It 
baara date July .'i0 and is issuod from Grand 
Cnanoellerio of tho Principality of Trini- 
dado, No. '217, West Thirty-sixth btreot, 
New York City, U.S.A. 

In thia document "His Moat Serene High- 
ness Princo JamoB I" asserts hia claim to the 
Island of Trlnidade, and requests the Gov- 
ernment of the United States of North 
America to recognize the Principality of 
Trinidado aa an independent stato. 

Secrotary Olney, having tho fear of the 
tail-twisters of the Great Republic before 
his eyea and knowing it to bo his boundon 
duty to assert the all-prevailing Monroe 
Dootrine as often and whorovor it ia posaible 
agaiusb bhe olaims and encroachments of 
Great Britain, will no doubt acknowledge 
the olaim of His Most Serene Highness and 
inform the British Government that it must 
evaouato Trinidade forthwith. Commenting 
on the protest of James I the Now York 
Times asks very significantly : " Is Oinoy a 
patriot or a miserablo truckler 2 Now is his 
i chance to show," 



wo only accompliah the last two of tho 
above items, and at the worst, wo add an- 
other man to the unemployed on the city 
streets. 

An answer to this might be, is not this 
coddling by Government enervating, and is 
It necessary ? Has not a largo pro- 
portion of the landB of tho Domin- 
ion been redeemed from the wildor- 
nesa by men who received no holp from Gov- 
ernment'; Who was it that cleared the 
forest-clad provinces of the Eaab and devel- 
oped tho other reaourcea of Old Canada 
and the Maritime Piovincea ? Did not the 
great bulk of tho immigrants ome to tho 
country with no other oapital than their 
atout hearta and their atrong musclea ? Gov- 
ernmontu in thoae days wore as poor as tho 
poople and could give them bub Httlo help. 
Yet, in spito of drawbacks and hardships, 
they builb up tho country and laid 
tho foundationa of what will bo 
without doubt a great " nation. Tho 
conditions aro moro favorable to the 
immigrant now than they wero then. The set- 
tier has now a thousand advantages and 
facilities which wero unknown to the im- 
migrant of fifty or sixty years ago. What 
ia wantod seems to bo the courage and the 
Bolf-relianco of the pionoera. Men seem 
now to bo afraid of work and thoy shudder 
at tho idea of privation and hardship. A 
groat numbor of thoae who como to Canada 
in thoso duya think thab tho Government 
should be continually helping them. And 
ib seems to ua that the policy which tho 
Star favora will tond to mako them oven 
moro dependoot on Government than thoy 
are at present, and a generation of Cana- 
dians will grow up possessing nono of tho 
hardy virtues that enabled tho pioneerB to 
prosper in spite of obstacles that appear to 
their successors of these days insurmount- 
able 



PRACTICAL POLITICS. 

Tho complaint is often made thab loo muoh 
abtentlon is in Canada paid to questions 
that aro merely political. Politicians mako 
a groat deal of fuss, it is aaid, about qucs 
tions which really do not afl'oot the groat 
bulk of tho people one way or tho other. If 
the greater numbor of them wore settled to- 
morrow in tho way in which the moat ardent 
and tho moBt vociforous patriots consldor 
right, ninety-nine Canadians out of a hun- 
dred would not be able to poroelve the 
slightest difference in the oondition of the 
groab mass of tho people. Among those 
who are making thia complaint ia the Mon- 
treal Star, In its iaauo of August 2, it says : 

We want some practical politics in this 
country — aomo bread-and-bubtor politics. 
There is no good reason why bhe whole 
nation should go crazy over bho sbatus of a 
few Manitoba aohoola — starving mon out of 
work in a winter city is a far moro serious 
matter. We musb do juabico in Manitoba, 
of course, and we will. But we do not 
make the rendering of that juatico any 
the eaaior by stirring up the whole country 
over tho affair arid aoting as if there wero 
no other queationa worthy to ongago the 
attention of our publio mon. Now we know 
perfectly well that there are other problems 
presaing for settlement. Wo have soon the 
machinery of charity atrainod to tho utmost 
and yot havo known that tho worthiest caBca 
were not reached. More than that, wo havo 
known that charity waa a palliativo and not 
a euro ; that unless something be dono tho 
ovil will increaao and nob decroaao ; and 
that, aa tho largost cities of tho world ehow 
up, the evil is one that oaaily becomes ter- 
rible and finally approaches an incurable 
condition. 

Here, then, ia a problem for the politicians 
that will give them aomothing elso to do be- 
side weighing voto against voto. And we 
proaent along with it, aB wo have dono bo- 
fore, a suggosted romedy. Canada has va- 
cant prairies aa well as congested cities. 
She has long epent a good doal of Canadian 
mouey in trying to porauado tho eurplus 
population of tho old world to come over 
and fill them. Her success in thia has been 
problematical. Thoy havo como ovor In some 
ca8es, and filled tho prairies in the United 
StateB. Thoy havo como over in others, 
and helped to croato a oongontod abato In 
our cities. Thoy havo como ovor in others 
again, and, knowing nothing of our climate 
and mothoda of agriculture, have mado a 
failure which they have not neglected to re- 
port at home. But on thorn all has Cana- 
dian money boen spent, and Canadians are 
very Httlo the hotter. Now, why nob spend 
a littlo of thia Canadian money In helping 
Canadians who aro out of work in our cities 
to find work on our vacant landB ? This 
would be helping the country in 
two plaoea at tho one lift, while 
tho beat immigrant in the world could only 
holp It in ono. It would tond to restore tho 
lost balance botween country and town. 
Take an unemployed man who ia walking 
tho streets of tho city in search of work and 
assist him to begin farming in bho North- 
woBt, and you do, at loasb, four things well 
worth doing— (1) tho pressure on tho labor 
markob in the city is roliovod ; (2) tho man 
who remains In tho city is, by bo much, 
enabled to got better pay and so becomes a 
hotter ouatomor of tho farmor ; (3) tho man 
who goos to tho Northwest bonomos a prao- 
tioal customer of the city man for oity goods 
and so inoreasoH tho demand for his labor ; 
and (4) the vacant prairies are by thab muoh 
sottlod. Lot the samo monoy be spenb in 
bringing in an immigrant, acd, at tho beab,

STRONG TESTIMONY. 

Tho Nelson Tribune, whioh is by no 
moans favorable to tho Provincial Govern- 
ment, boars tho following strong testimony 
to tho soundness and tho workability of tho 
Minora! Act : 

A step was mado in tho right direction in 
British Columbia whon the Mineral Act waa 
amended so as to give tbo owner of a min- 
eral olaim title to all minerals within tho 
boundary lines of his claim oontinaed verti- 
cally downwards. Ib stopped a fruitful 
source of litigation, In the United States, 
the law allows the owner of a mineral claim 
to follow his vein or lode bejond hie 
side linns. The Bide lines of a claim 
are suppoaed to run parallel with tho 
vein or lode, but often claims are 
staked before tho direction of the vein 
or ledge is known. The direction is often 
not known until work on adjoining claims is 
dono. Then cornea the dispute as to tho 
ownership of the ore in the vein ; one party 
oontending thab tho side lines should be 
considered ond lines, and vice versa. A 
case of this k'nd Is now before tho courts in 
California, and tho judge, in hearing an ap- 
plication for an injunction, said : " The 
point raised ia a new ono and exceedingly 
fascinating." Thoro is the whole question 
in a nutshell. In the United States, tlio 
law ia such that legal pointa exceedingly 
fascinating for the judges and lawyers oan 
bo raised ; in British Columbia, tho law is 
so plain that all disputes oan be settlod by 
oalling in tho sor vices of a surveyor. In one 
country tho law is fascinating ; in tho other, 
it is praoticai.

Draft of Proposed New Arrangement 
— Management of the Isolation 
Hospital. 

Tho epeoial committee of the hospital 
board met tho mombera of the city council 
last nighb to talk over hospital matters. 
Tho Mayor, Aid. Williams, Hall, Mac 
millan, Partridge, Cameron, Bragg, Wilson 
and Humphrey represented the council, 
while tho president of tho hospital board, 
Mr. JoBhua Daviep, MoBsrs. C. Huyward, 
W. J. Dtvyor, A. C. Flumorfelt and J 
Stuart Yates wore tho hospital oommittee 
presont. 

Tho chairman of the committeo, Mr 
Charles Hayward, read tho following sug- 
gestion as a basis of what they considered 
tho beat arrangement. 

1 Thab the management of the. isolation 
hospital be transferred to the Jubilco hcBpi- 
bal authorities, with the view of oconomy 
and i ffuioncy in administration, tho city 
piying only the actual coat of tho running 
expenses. By thia arrangement tho salary 
of caretaker might be Baved in wholo or in 
part, and tho cost of medicine, food, sup- 
plies, nurses, otc, greatly dimlniahod. Be- 
sides, thore would bo tho advantage of hav- 
ing trained nurses and assistants always 
available. The city, however, should make 
certain alteratione and additions to tho iso- 
lation hospital buildings, bo as to make 
thorn suitable for tho purposes required, 
viz : Provide atoam disinfeotor and laun- 
dry ; floor over tho asphalt in somo of the 
buildings and generally to make them 
sanitary as possible. 

That §1,000 bo provided by tho council 
for building and equipping aBinallcottago on 
tho hoBpitai grounds, Buitablo for the aocom 
modation of two maternity caBos. 

3. Arrange that water bo supplied to the 
hospital free of oharge. 

1. That both hospitals bo provldod with 
oleotrio lights, and thab tho boiler, engine, 
oto., of the city's old oleotrio lighb planii bo 
utilized for thia purpose, aa well aB in con 
neotion with tho steam disinfector and 
laundry. 

5. That §5,090 be appropriated to pay up 
tho present indebtedness of the hospital, 
and a further grant made during 1895 of say 
§2,000, enabling tho dirootors to run the in- 
stitution on strictly cash principles and 
thereby effeot a considerable aaving in tho 
working expenses. 

6. The importance of good drainage to 
both institutions, 

In regard to tho management <,f tho isola- 
tion hospital, Mr. Joahua Davioa explained 
that tho coat of caretaker might bo almost 
altogether saved when there wero no cases 
in tho hospital, aa instead of paying §45 a 
month as ab present ; a convalescent patient 
of the Jubiloo hospital mighb look after 
tho place. Then the food and medicines 
if any wero noedod would come under the 
Jubilee hospital contracts, and tho cooking 
mighb be dono In tho present administration 
building. In fact, in a variety of ways ex- 
pense oould be saved. To prevent any 
Motion, it waa proposed thab Dr. Geo. H. 
Duncan should still have charge of tho iso- 
lation hospital and that ho bo offered tho 
position of pathologist of tho Jublleo in 
place of Dr. McKechnle, who had resigned. 
This arrangement would give the isolation 
hospital the benefit of tho Jubilee ataff. 

As to samtiry rratters, good hardwood 
floors were neodod, painting was required 
and tho Isolation hospital Bhould have other 
general ropairs. Then, aB it wae not right 
for tho nurses to sleep in the same building 
as the patients, a small cottage for the 
nurses eff duty was badly required. The 
city was not really roady at present to take 
care of infectious diseases as the buildings 
"n their present condition were not Buitable. 

Aid. Wilson wanted to know if the 
medical mon had nob approved of tho plana 
" efnre the city isolation hospital wns built. 
Mr. Daviea did nob know whothor they 
ad or nob, but tho buildings were certainly 
nob Buch as tho Jubilee hospital would have 
llowed to bo orocted. A steam sterilizer 
was another thing necessary. No doubt tho 
boiler of the old oleotrio atoam plant might 
' e utilized and would be a aaving on the 
resent means of sterilizing with bichloride 
mercury. Ho was sure if the 
Isolation hospital wero always ready for 
atlouts, there never would bo a ohanco for 
the repetition of tho smallpox epidemic of 
"893 Even if tho city allowed the hospital 
§10,000 a year it would take alx years to 
bring tho amount to what tho smallpox 
epidemic had o ist. 

Mr. W. J. Dwyor considered that 50 per 
cent, would bo Ba\ed by iho Jubiloo hos- 
pital having tho isolation hospital under its 
management. 

Aid. Macmillan was afraid that tho old 
electric lighb boiler would bo an expensive 
mode of making steam for disinfecting aB It 
took a good deal of fuol to got up ateam 
by It. 

Aid. Camoron waa in favor of tho prin- 
ciple embraced in tho Buggosttona, but was 
f opinion that tho full cost should bo esti- 
mated boforo tho city committed itself. 

Tho Mayor took tho viow that tho full 
stimato Bhould bo prepared ; this counoil 
might Ihon say how for it waB prepared to 
and loavo it to tho next council to carry 
ut the achomo. 
Aid. Macmillan eaid that tho fundB might 
not permit of going tho wholo longth of tho 
mprovomonts, but part might bo under- 
taken this year, loaving tho rout in the 
eahemo to bo carried out by noxt yoar'e 
council. 

Mr. Davioa having asked an exprosaion of 
opinion <f the first proposition of the 
utitjme, oho Mayor and aldermen all signi- 
fied their approval should it bo possible to 
oarry out the suggestion. 

Aid En nphroy, while admitting that the 
maternity school was dosirablo, did not 
think ib udvisablo to go into tho projiob this 
year. 

Mr. Yatoa explained that] it was for tho 
DurpoBO of giving tho regular nursca propor 
training in that department. 

Gonoral approval waa given to tho 
matter. 

Tho eloctrio lighting and atoam plant pro- 
portion waa roforrod back to got additional 
particulars. 

As far as tho §5,000 grunt was ooncornod, 
tho council could not promiso anything, as 
thero wero no iunde thu,t oould bo devotod 
to the purpose. They wero agrooable, how- 
over to tho board giving their assistance to- 
wards gotting power for the city to levy a 
special rato for tho purposo.

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WOMEN IN POLITICS. 

THEY ARE NATURALLY PROGRESSIVE 
AND QUICKLY CLEAVE TO REFORMS. 

One. Han Recently Wielded the Gavel In a 
Political CatluTinK- Another WaM a I'o- 
litlcal Delegate Colorado the Ilamwr 
St:itn In lleeojrnlzing the >;<•«• Woman.

For the first time on record a woman 
has wielded the gavel over a political 
gathering. And rho honor was most fit- 
ly bestowed when it was given to Miss 
Henrietta G. Moore at the recent con- 
vention of Prohibitionists at Springfield, 
O. The novelty of a woman presiding 
caused a great deal of enthusiasm, and 
when Miss Mooro arose to speak the au- 
dience greeted her with waving hand- 
kerchiefs and shouts of applause. Miss 
Moore's speech was considered the most 
masterly ever made at the opening of a 
political convention. It pleaded for the 
Huppression of the liquor traflio, the en-

franchisement of woman, government 
control of all means of communication 
and transportation, silence of all mo- 
nopolies and a financial system that wity 
issue money to the people in sufficient 
quantity for all needs, romonetize silver 
and make all money legal tender for all 
purposes. 

Miss Moore is a graceful, attractive 
looking woman, witli a bright, intelli- 
gent faco, showing great strength of 
character, soft brown eyes and dark 
hair. She was a delicate, fragilo child 
and was thereforo not sent to school in 
her early childhood, but was encouraged 
to spend her time in tho open air, there- 
by gaining health and vital force. Be- 
coming possessed of some books, she had 
a great desire to know what the strange 
characters in them meant. So she taught 
herself to read by carrying her book to 
her mother when she failed in a word 
or character. At 15 years of age she be- 
came a teacher in order to aid her par- 
ents in some financial difficulties. 

Sho became a prohibitionist not be- 
cause she had heard of the evils of in- 
temperance, but because she knew. A 
boloved brother was tempted away from 
her side into the saloon. Sho went to 
(ho saloon keeper and begged him not to 
sell her brother liquor, but he would 
give her no promise. Ono evening she 
saw her brother and tho mayor of the 
town enter tho saloon together. What 
could she do — she, a slender, delicate 
young woman — against a brawny, li- 
censed liquor dealer? She could not do 
much. The law would not help her, but 
she did what she could. She walked op 
the railroad track, gathered her apron 
full of stones, and returning sent them 
with a sure aim direct at the saloon 
windows. She was arrested, but her 
friends pdid her fine, and she did not go 
to jail. This was tho beginning of her 
temperance career. 

When the crusade broke out, sho was 
chosen to lead the band in her nativo 
village. Since that time she has devel- 
oped into one of the strongest organizers 
of temperance unions in tho United 
States, and there is scarcely a stato or 
territory where her voice has not been 
heard in the prohibitionist cause. 

From the time sh«j '.aught herself to 
read sho has been a persevering nifrl in- 
defatigable worker. While teaching in 
tho daytime sho spent many hours of tho 
night in studying and arranging plans 
and lectures for her temperance unions. 
While traveling about the country in tho 
interests of the prohibitionist cause she 
devoted all her spare moments in study- 
ing for the ministry and is now an or- 
dained minister in the Universalist 
church. Sho has not as yet accepted any 
of the numerous calls she has received 
to a settled pastorate. She is a member 
of the board of education in Springfield 
and one of the trustees of Buohtel col-

lego at Akron. Sho was born in New- 
ark, O. Sho boliovod in tho right of ev- 
ery woman to holp determine who shall 
rule over hor in civil affairs-. 

There has been a suggestion that tho 
Prohibitionists nominate Miss Mooro as 
thoir candidato for governor. 

Miss Holon Varick Boswoll also en- 
joys tho distinction of boing a "first," 
being tho first woman delegate Now 
Yosk has ever sent to a political con- 
vention and tho only one that comes 



from the c ast. Sho was born and reared 
in the south, bat instead of holding fc 
the south* rn ideas of slavery believes ii 
the absolute) equality of tho races. Sh 
say... "The conditio u of the negro was, I 
believe, the Brsi thing that turned mo 
toward Republicanism. " 

Miss Baswcll was one of tho most ac- 
tive spirits in then c( nt crusade against 
Tammany, hi this work she was obliged 
togoabout the city constantly attended 
by two detectives. Although not a suf- 
fragist, yet sho believes universal suf- 
frage will in time lie extended, and those 
women who desire to veto can do so. 
She thinks that marriage and mother- 
hood is the highest stato to -which wom- 
en can aspire. She says: "Women are 
always doing tho little tilings forgotten 
by other people, and they will continue 
to do them in politics. True patriotism 
can best bo taught at tho fireside, and 
when the mothers aro keenly alive to 
tho most important issues of fheir day 
and generation how can they fail to im- 
press their sons with their enthusiasm?" 

Miss Boswell was educated at the 
Friends' school in Baltimore, and their 
broad and liberal views aided her in 
forming thfl views sho now holds. Al- 
though of Scotch Origin, sho has a de- 
cidedly French cast of features. f^r 
complexion is fair, and she has beautiful 
golden hair. Her interest in politics has 
nibbed her of none of her woman's love 
for dainty ami becoming clotb'^g, and 
she frankly confesses that she likes to 
wear clothes of tho latest style and al- 
ways intends to drrss as well as hor 
purse will allow. P,ho lives at her fa- 
ther's honjQ in New York city, and out - 
s;Uio Of hor political work is a journalist 
and magazine writer. 

Of the five states which sent women 
delegates to the Cleveland convention 
Colorado enjoys I lie distinction of hav- 
ing sent the most. Of tho six women 
representatives from this stato all aro 
noted for their ability and prominence 
in tho political field. Mrs. Hiram B. 
Stevens of Denver is tho editor of The 
Woman Voter, the only political wom- 
an's paper in the United States, and the 
president of the East Capitol Hill Re 
publican league, the largest woman's 
Republican club in Denver, having a 
membership of over 900. To Mrs. Ste- 
vens' name can also be prefixed tho ad- 
jective first, as sho was the first woman 
elected to a political position in Colo- 
rado — that of vice chairman of tho city 
central committee of Denver. Mrs. Ste- 
vens is noted for her gracious manners, 
her splendid hospitality, hor rare old 
china and her interest in all tho politi- 
cal questions of the day. In a recent in- 
terview she gave forth the following 
clear ideas : 

"Woman suffrage in Colorado has al- 
ready proved of marked political and so- 
cial benefit. The political benefit is

shown in the more orderly way in which 
tho primaries are now held and the bet- 
ter tone of the conventions. These aro 
the more apparent and immediate bene- 
fits. Then there is a demand for a higher 
standard of representation, which will 
have good results ere long. 

"There is a class of men who have 
long complained of the corruption in 
politics, giving this as their reason for 
holding aloof. This class has been quite 
demonstrative since we have had equal 
suffrage ami keep harping about the 
duty of women to purify politics. Too 
many of these men have done nothing 
themselves in the past in this work, but 
are now ready to advise and claim the 
credit of tho advance. I believe no good 
can lie done in politics except by active 
work therein. We cannot expect others 
to do our crusading. Ifeel most earnest- 
ly that political work is educational and 
a noble mission. I look upon political 
organization as an army whose success 
depends upon able geueralshp and faith- 
ful service. I want to see politics an 
honored and honorable calling. 

"I like political work, audi like poli- 
ticians — I mean those who are active 
workers, who give their time and atten- 
tion to it and want to succeed. I like to 
be in the battle witli them, for or 
against theijj, and I want to gain polit- 
ical knowledge through experience and 
have the respect of my political oppo- 
nents and the, esteem of those under 
whose flag I am lighting. A woman can 
be as womanly in politics as a man can 
be manly. 

"The social benefits of it show that so- 
ciety leadership is not so important a 
function after all. There aro many true 
hearts and wise, heads in humble homes, 
and tho vote of tho poor woman counts 
for as much as that of tho rich. I think 
women aro remarkably trao and correct 
in thoir intuition and despise snobbish- 
ness and pretense. 

"Do all classes of women voto? Au 
exceedingly large porccntago havo done 
so, and thoir interest continues unabat- 
ed. New members tire added overy week 
to our clubs. Wo supplement tho rou- 
tino work with many special entertain- 
ments. Yes, the woman voto is partisan 
emphatically. Colorado, irrespective of 
party, is a unit for bimetallism. Wo 
want sound money, and wo defino sound 
money to bo silvor and gold coined tit a 
ratio of 1 to 1 , tho money of our fore- 
fathers and of tho constitution. We bo- 
liovo in American finance, not British, 
and we will work till wo get it. Wo 
will hayo silver presidential electors 
next year without a doubt. "

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CLUBS AND BUSINESS WOMEN. 



A Phase of the Subject Which I* Not Of- 
ten Considered. 

Mrs. Barbara IN". Galpin, the assist - 
ant business manager of tho Somervillo 
•journal, in a recent paper before tlio 
Georgia State Federal ion of Women's 
Clubs, presented some sensible views 
upon the valuo of u woman's club to a 
business woman, a subject thai has not 
been heretofore much considered. Mrs. 
Galpin assumes that the woman's club 
should bo both educational and social 
and then asks how it affects tho busi- 
ness woman. 

To her benefit generally, she replies; 
to her detriment sometimes. The old 
saying that timo is money is pertinent. 
If she be in business for herself, she will 
know how much of this coin she can in- 
vest in club life. If she is employed by 
another, she must consider another 'h in- 
terests. A business woman connected 
with a club or two will make not only 
friends, but business patronage, The 
wider circle of friends she has the moro 
successful financially she is likely to 
be. Tii is mercenary view, howover, is 
not the most beneficial. The greater part 
of her time is spent in a straggle with 
bad bills, exacting customers, close bar- 
gains and financial anxiety. She gets in- 
to a groove of worry out of which she is 
rarely jostled, and here is where the 
club proves a blessing. It takes her into 
a different atmosphere. Tho lighter vein 
of life is touched, and she is rested, 
cheered and made stronger. 

An enthusiastic club woman can sol- 
dom sec any bad effects from club asso- 
ciation, Imt a business woman oftou 
finds them. There is an almost irresist- 
ible fascination about club life, and 
sometimes she is led to give tinu 
meetings at the expense of her regular 
duties. Tli" fascination increases, and 
her best thought goes to her club, and 
so before she realizes it her business in 
forests are jeopardized. 

Another point of injury is tho amount 
of time and attention a business woman 
is often called upon to givo to her club 
friends whose own timo seems to bo 
comparatively worthless. These frienc 
go into her office or store aud talk fr 
an hour or moro on any subjoct under 
tho sun except that connected with her 
business, never realizing that this, to 
her, pleasant call means hurried work 
the rest of tho day for tho woman al- 
ready short of time. I know at least one 
woman who lost her position as assist 
ant business manager of a good concoru 
because club associates nuulo her office a 
sort, of meeting ground and she was too 
careful of their feelings to tell them 
that their friendliness was jeopardizing 
her position. 

The advantages of club life to a busi 
iioss woman are many. A woman with 
good business ability and acloor head is 
not a useless member of a club ; tho 
benefit is mutual. The business woman 
is valuable to the club; tho club is moro 
so to her. for it gives not only financial 
benefit, intellectual advancement and 
Social privilege, but the loving compan 
ionship and tender sympathy of tho real 
rulers of tho world — true women. 

An Out of Door (it Home. 

A garden party fashionably conducted 
is an out of door "at home, " with 
ameliorations. The stuffy, overcrowded 
rooms are absent at the summer func- 
tion, and the timo between coming and 
going is so brief aud guests arrive so 
nearly at the same time that tho hostess 
is on duty a much shorter timo than 
when receiving under tho house roof. 
Light refreshments only are served — 
ices, cakes, punches or lemonade, cafo 
an lait and the like. Salads and froids 
are oftener than not excluded from tho 
menu. The host is expected to be in 
evidence, his absence being less excusa- 
ble at the garden party than at tho in- 
door "at home. " 



How Mrs. Carlisle Keeps Cool. 

Mrs. Carlisle's prescription for endur- 
ing the heat is first of all not to worry 
or fret. Do all your work early in the 
day and try to find somo light employ- 
ment, either physical or mental, to keep

Two soldiers wero seriously 
wounded during the fight, Captain Boonet 
had a brush with tho insurgents in tho dis- 
trict of Trinidad, province of Santa Clara, 
Oa tho inturgenth 1 sido three men wero 
killed and two captured. Oa tho govern- 
ment sido only two soldiers were wounded.
